Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 


On the 25th March, 1987, Shri Anurag Saxena, Assistant 
Commandant, 79 Battalion, Central Reserve Police Force, 
was asked to arrange an ambush on the bridge of Harike 
Kirian link-road where a hide-out of extremists was re¬ 
vealed. The party under the command of Shri Anurag 
Saxena alongwith Naik Gulzari Lai, Lance Naik Umair 
Ahmed and eight other personnel of Central Reserve Police 
Force, reached the destination and laid the ambush at 10.00 
p.m. At about midnight, four unidentified persons came 
from Harike side along the Canal towards the link road. 
When challenged to stop, they fired on the ambush party 
and jumped into the wheat fields. In retaliation, the ambush 
party also returned the fire. As a result of firing by the 
ambush party, one suspected terrorist was shot dead, 
while the remaining persons managed to escape under the 
cover of darkness. The entire area was cordoned off by the 
police party and a thorough search was made. The dead 
person was later identified as Balbir Singh of Mallian vil¬ 
lage, who was involved in a number of cases involving 
murder/looting of arms/ammunition. A Pakistan made .32 
pistol and 5 live/empty cartridges were recovered from the 
dead extremist. 


In this incident, Shri Anurag Saxena, Assistant Comman¬ 
dant, Shri Gulzari Lai, Naik and Shri Umair Ahmed, Lance 
Naik, displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion 
to duty of a high order.

On the 4th June, 1987, at about 8.30 p.m., when Head 
Constable Shivraj Singh of Police Station Madhoganj was 
on beat duty at Lala-ka-Bazar area near a house of an 
Advoate in Pichhari Diyori, he saw three notorious criminals 
VLZ. Ashok Sindhi, Mohan Singh and Khemchand with open 
knives in their hands, attempting to rob one Rambaran. 
When Rambaran saw the Police Officer, he shouted for 
help. Head Constable Shivraj Singh, though unarmed, 
tyithc^t caring for his personal safety, pounced on one of 


the criminals and over-powered Ashok Sindhi. On this, hii 
associate Khemchand loudly informed Mohan that Ashok 
Sindhi had been caught by a Head Constable. At the same 
time, Ashok Sindhi assaulted Shri Shivraj Singh by the knife 
on left side of his stomach. Despite grievous injuries to 
himself, Shri Shivraj Singh continued to fight with Ashok 
Sindhi, In the meantime all the three criminals jointly over¬ 
powered Shri Shivraj Singh and threew him on the ground. 
When the people assembled there, the three criminals ran 
away. Shri Shivraj Singh was immediately rushed to J. A. 
Hospital, Gwalior, for treatment, but unfortunately he 
expired on 15th September, 1987 in the Hospital. 

In this incident Shir Shivraj Singh, Head Constable, dis¬ 
played conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty 
of a high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 22nd May, 1987, trouble started in the Old Delhi 
area, where curfew was imposed. When Shri D. L. 
Kashyap, Assistant Commissioner of Police, Kotwali along¬ 
with Deputy Commissioner of Police, North District with 
some force reached Katra Barian Chov^'k, they saw a woman 
running from Katra Gulam Mohd. and seeking police help. 
Shri Kashyap accompanied the woman with some force. 


When Shri Kashyap reached near the Katra, the situation 
w'as very tense. Four houses had been set on fire. The 
woman and two others fell unconscious due to shock. The 
rioters were throwing petrol bombs, stones, bottles etc. 
Shri Kashyap made an announcement on the portable loud 
haiier to calm down, but it had a little effect. When the 
attack became more severe, Shri Kashyap ordered opening 
of fire to save lives and property. After about half an hour, 
the situation could be brought under control. 


When the Police party was coming back, a man of the 
same locality informed Shri Kashyap that eight children 
were trapped on the top floor of a house in Katra Gulam 
Mohd. The police party advanced towards that house, but 
the rioters hurled stones and petrol bombs on them. The 
police party some-how reached at one corner, where there 
was heavy fire and the lane was too narrow. They took 
the help of firemen and when the fire was brought under 
control, they crossed the lane. But there was a fresh attack 
by the rioters on Shri Kashyap and his party. Again the 
police party open fire and the situation was brought under 
control. Immediately, Shri Kashyap and his party went up¬ 
stairs and saved 8 children, 5 women and 4 men from that 
house. In all 34 persons including women and children 
were saved from the same Katra. 


In this incident, Shri D. L. Kashyap, Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner of Police, displayed conspicous gallantry, courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.
